THE  COTTON  MARKET  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  December  19,  1931,  contains 
the  following  dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  of 
Alexandria,  dated  December  10th:- 

"Ashmouni  and  Zagora,  -  The  demand,  especially  for  the  medium 
grades  of  these  varieties,  has  been  quite  good  but  the  quality  of 
cotton  offering  has  fallen  off  considerably,  owing  to  the  paucity 
of  arrivals  from  the  Interior.      Spot  differences  have  consequently 
stiffened  a  lot . 

"Salcellaridis.  -  All  grades  have  been  in  good  demand,  but 
offerings  have  not  been  too  plentiful  and  good  style  cotton  is  still 
very  scarce.      Spot  differences  are,  if  anything,   slightly  dearer. 

"Other  Varieties.  -  Pilion  of  all  grades  has  been  dealt  in  more 
freely,  and  rather  higher  premiums  have  been  paid.      Maarad  {.Egyptian 
Pima]  continues  to  be  in  good  demand;  there  has  also  been  a  more 
active  enquiry  for  Giza  7.      Nahda  and  Fouadi  have  been  rather 
neglected. " 


THE  CHOP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  December  19,  1931,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  S.A.E., 
Successeurs  de  la  Maison  G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  dated  December  10th: 

"  .  .   .   .  The  average  yield  per  feddan  for  Sakels  is  estimated 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  at  2.74  crs.  [271  pounds]  as  against 
2.63  crs.  and  2.72  crs.  in  the  two  previous  years,  and  that  of  other 
varieties  4.09  crs.  [.405  pounds]  against  4.81  crs.  and  4.44  crs. 
respectively. 

"Non-Sakol  varieties,  with  the  exception  of  Maarads,  have  been 
poor  yielders  this  season;  Zagoras  and  Uppers,  in  particular,  were 
badly  affected  in  the  last  stages  of  the  growing  period. 

"However,   tho  commercial  crop  is  likely  to  considerably  exceed  the 
Government  figure,  as  a  substantial  quantity  of  last  year's  crop  is 
being  shipped  to  Alexandria  this  season."

"  Sakal.  -  Tha  amount  of  naw  business  with  spinnars  is 

insignificant,  and  tha  rathar  restricted  selection  of  cotton  of  good 
stylo  and  staple  on  the  spot  market  is  an  impadirmnt  to  any  axpansion 
of  business. 

"Somo  narrowing  of  the  pramiums  of  distant  deliveries  is  to  ba  noted, 
due  rather  to  sympathy  with  tha  movement  in  Ashmouni  futures  than  to 
any  factors  in  tha  position  of  Safcel  itself,  for  if  it  is  true  that 
there  is  no  great  selection  of  cotton  of  good  character  and  staple, 
there  is,  on  the  other  hand,  a  large  quantity  of  medium  staple  cotton 
which,  from  lack  of  buyers  on  tha  spot  market,  may  ba  tendered  and 
passed  against  contracts.  ..."
